"I don't see this as a 
reasonable request, 
despite their contribu¬ 
tions to the communi¬ 
ty," said Annunziata. 

He continued by say¬ 
ing he doesn't see the 
justification in forgiving 
over $9,000 of govern¬ 
ment money, consider¬ 
ing the Town is a corpo¬ 
ration and should be 
operated like a business 
that focuses on increas¬ 
ing revenue, instead of 
giving money away. 

In a perfect economic 
climate, he said, it 
would be wonderful if 
council could fulfill 
every request but realis¬ 


tically they can't. 

"Leadership some¬ 
times is about saying 
no, just as often as it is 
saying yes," Annunziata 
said. 

Vice-chair of St. 
Luke's church council 
Ron Lampman said con¬ 
struction on the new 
church that has been 
contracted for $696,700 
will begin very soon and 
is expected to be com¬ 
plete by the end of 
November. 

The former church 
was two-storeys tall but 
its replacement will be 
built at grade, address¬ 
ing some of the con¬ 
cerns from church 
members about accessi¬ 
bility. 


"The congregation has 
been very sensitive to 
making certain the facil¬ 
ity is handicap accessi¬ 
ble," said Lampman. 

He continued by say¬ 
ing himself and the 
church's membership 
are thankful for the 
recent decision made by 
council to appreciate 
the long-standing and 
important role the 
church has played in 
Greater Fort Erie for so 
many years. 

"The congregational 
family of St. Luke's is 
grateful of the mayor 
and council for recog¬ 
nizing the 98-year con¬ 
tribution we've made to 
the community,” said 
Lampman.

This rating provides a

There are two condi¬ 
tion measures used in 
the PCI process which

The Town of Fort Erie's 
water quality report for 
2009 was presented through 
a report and approved by 
council on Monday, high¬ 
lighting the testing con¬ 
ducted to assure residents 
its OK to drink water that 
pours out of their tap at 


In the microbiological 
stage of the study, there 
were no instances of bacte¬ 
ria found in the 524 samples 
taken to determine levels of 
E Coli, coliforms, or water 
quality deterioration made 
evident in a heterotrophic

cases of the water being 
tainted by trihalomethane,

Dear Editor, 

Recently, my elderly aunt 
suffered a stroke. After read¬ 
ing Mrs. McNaughton's letter 
in the Times, I felt compelled 
to share our similar experi- 

We arrived at Douglas 
Memorial where we were 
quickly met at the doors by a 
nurse. My aunt received 
excellent care by all staff. 

The doctor and nurses kept 
us informed about her condi¬ 
tion and prepared for her 
transport to GNGH for what 
they described as "immediate 
attention" and a much needed 

They also impressed upon 
us the importance that she see 
someone immediately as 
there is specific treatment 
window following a stroke. 

Well, GNGH closed that 
window of opportunity quick¬ 
ly- 


My aunt arrived at GNGH 
at 11:00 p.m. and did not see a 
doctor until 5:00 a.m. the next 
morning. 

Thank God I didn't leave 
her side (although staff pre¬ 
ferred I leave) as she was con¬ 
fused and unable to speak. 
When I inquired about a doc- 

told she had to wait her turn. I 
watched all night long, as 
patients were examined and 
treated, while my aunt drifted 
in and out of conciousness 
and that "window of treat¬ 
ment" closed. 

In the end a doctor arrived 
at 5 a.m. the next morning, 
with no chart, trying to ask my 
aunt questions when she was 
unable to speak. 

Nurse after nurse came in, 
to look at her, but not one 
offered her an addtional blan¬ 
ket or a drink. I was threat¬ 
ened to be thrown out when I 
took a blanket off a shelf for 


my aunt. If you must go to 
GNGH do not go alone. 

You need someone to be 
your voice, even when staff try 
to silence you. After 1 day in a 
hospital room, she was dis¬ 
charged with no concrete 
diagnosis or home care in 

Suddenly staff decided my 
89 year old aunt was OK to 
leave after communicating to 
me that she would be in hospi¬ 
tal for 2 weeks for testing and 
treatment. 

I was assured that a plan for 
her care would be in place 
prior to discharge. That was 
not the case. The Niagara 
Health System is not a positive 
nor a safe system. Continue to 
fight for Douglas Memorial, 
your life may depend on it!

If it wasn't for E. Harvey 
Holzworth Jr., there would 
probably be no SS Canadiana 
propeller memorial display at 
the Waterfront Park in Crystal 
Beach. 

"He worked hard to try and 
salvage as much of the 
Canadiana as he could. In 
fact, he was the ship captain 
or the salvage master when 
the Canadiana was towed 
from Buffalo into Port 
Colbome for the last time 
where it was eventually 
chopped up into pieces," said 
Paul Kassay of Crystal Beach, 
who knew him quite well and 
described him as a gruff, not 
always an easy person to deal 
with, but certainly a great per- 

"He could talk people into 
things that you would never 
imagine. We have to give him 
credit because he made 
things happen and we were 
able to get part of the 
Canadiana here," said Kassay. 

"He was in the marine busi¬ 
ness and would salvage 
marine artifacts and it could 
be anything from a ship wreck 
to a train station. I remember 
him buying a train station in 
Stevensville one time. He col¬ 
lected a lot of stuff," said 


Holzworth, who was con¬ 
sidered to be a fountain of 
information on maritime his¬ 
tory and waterfront develop¬ 
ment, died Feb. 8, at his home 
in Buffalo. He was 85. 

Bom in Pittsburgh, his fam¬ 
ily moved to Buffalo when he 
was an infant. He attended 
School 22, Nichols School and 
Rochester Polytechnic 
Institute. He left college to 
join the Navy during the 
Second World War and 
played football for a number 
of service teams. 

Later, he worked for his 
father's company, Frontier 
Bronze Corp., in Niagara Falls, 
where he helped to develop 
the aluminum pipe wrench. 
He also started Buccaneer 
Marine and was credited with 
salvaging more than 100 boats 
over die years. 

Holzworth also had a home 
in Fort Erie and is remem¬ 
bered for his 1926 Ahrens Fox 
Pumper fire engine, which he 
drove in parades and used to 
give children rides, and a 
Second World War era 
amphibious landing boat he 
used for rescue, salvage and 
dock-moving operations. 

"He really wanted to get the 
Canadiana going again, but it 
didn't work out," said Kassay. 
"He managed to get the 
engine removed and had it

The SS Canadiana was the 
last passenger vessel to be 
built in Buffalo. It was 
launched at the Buffalo Dry 
Dock in 1910 and piled the 
waters of the Great Lakes until 
1956. 

"Harvey was quite a charac¬ 
ter," said Rick Doan, a history 
buff who worked on putting 
together the propeller display. 


He recalled the propeller only 
had two blades and when he 
asked Holzworth about it was 
told one blade was in the 
Buffalo harbour and the other 
was planted in his garden. 

"He reluctantly gave it up," 
said Doan, who was told it 
only weighed about 500 
pounds, but it turned out to 
be more like 2,000 pounds 
and very difficult to move. 

"I broke two winches put¬ 
ting it onto my father's trailer 
and going down the road the 
wheels were tilted out. I 
thought the trailer was going 
to snap in half." 

While many people think 
he was the last captain of the 
Canadiana, Doan said that 
was a story that circulated for 
years, but it really wasn't the 
case. When the Canadiana 
was moved for the last time, it 
could not be steered, so he 
wasn't really the captain. 

Doan said Holzworth was 
an avid antique collector and 
dealer. He also had a home on 
Point Abino Road.

fort Erie was a beacon to many people a cen- 
tury and a half ago. Guided to Canada by the 
light of the North Star, men, women and children of 
African heritage sought refuge from lives shackled 
by the bonds of slavery. 

The Underground Railroad brought them 
to Fort Erie after a long trek through terri¬ 
tory where they could be hunted down 
and brought back to their master. After 
crossing the Niagara River, they were 
free to begin their new lives. 

Black Heritage Month is being cel¬ 
ebrated this weekend at Historic Bertie 
Hall — a reputed 19th century safe 
house for freedom seekers. 

The Mahoney Dolls House Gallery and Fort Erie Heri¬ 
tage Arts are hosting a “Celebration of Our Past, Present and 
Future” this Saturday and Sunday. 

Exhibits of artifacts from the Norville Johnson Heritage 
Library and the Bertie Hall Basement will be featured along 
with special guests, Maja Bannerman of the Willoughby His¬ 
torical Museum and artists Sue Bonafacio and Les Drysdale. 

Mr. Drysdale will unveil a maquette — a scaled mock 
up — of the life-sized bronze sculpture he has been commis¬ 
sioned to create for installation in Freedom Park, the historic 
location of the Bertie Street ferry landing. 

Exhibits are open from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Speakers will 
make their presentations at 2 p.m. 

Donations will be accepted at the door with a portion of 
the proceeds to benefit the Fort Erie Haitian Relief Effort.

Sculpture to mark landing location 


A well-known landmark, Bertie Hall 
houses the Mahoney Dolls House Gal¬ 
lery and artifacts from the period when 
it is reputed to have been a haven for 
refugees from slavery. 


Sculptor Les Drysdale of Hamilton hopes 
his art will serve an important educational 
function about the history of North America, 
Niagara and Fort Erie. 

Mr. Drysdale was commissioned following 
an international request for proposals to create 
a monument to the Underground Railroad 
which weaved through Fort Erie and was a 
trail to freedom for former slaves in the U.S. 

Seeded with a $50,000 grant from the 
Ontario Ministry of Tourism, the Town of 
Fort Erie matched those funds to begin the 
work. Further fundraising is underway to 
meet the $300,000 goal. 

A mock up has been created, and Mr. Dry¬ 
sdale is able to show (in the picture at right) 


how the sculpture will appear after installa¬ 
tion in Freedom Park at the site of the historic 
Bertie Street ferry landing. 

This is an ambitious project and only 
the second publicly-commissioned artwork in 
Ontario that celebrates this important facet 
of Canadian history. 

Mr. Drysdale is no stranger to ambitious 
public projects, having created the sculpture 
of electricity pioneer Nikola Tesla in Victoria 
Park in Niagara Falls and other important 
works in Stoney Creek, Toronto and else-
